Attorney Robert Annese appeared before the Board regarding two draft Motions in connection with the 

Board of Survey plan modification regarding Park Hill Circle The first Motion would be for the purpose of 
abandoning the original Board of Survey plan previously approval bythe Board. The second Motion would 

be for the purpose of approving the new Board of Survey plan dated March 22, 2010 drawn by Rober Survey, 

which plan modifies the prior Board of Survey approved plan drawn by Gala Simon Associates with the new 
plan superseding and replacing the prior approved Board of Surveyplan. The purpose for the modification to 
the plan is to accommodate a building issue with respect to the developer with respect to one of the houses

6. Discussion: State Healthcare Legislation 

Brian Sullivan, Town Manager 

Mr. Sullivan stated that House Speaker Robert DeLeo proposed a plan that would give towns and cities 
more flexibility to choose key provisions on their health care plan, including deductibles and co-pays. The 
proposal would also allow for 10 percent of savings or costs avoided in the first year to be set aside to a fund a 
health reimbursementaccountwhich would in turn offset costs forheavy uses ofthe health care system. 

The Board approved a resolution siding with Speaker DeLeo's proposal and would ask 
Arlington's state delegation to support Speaker DeLeo's reform. 

The Board stated that without the plan, the level of service offered to taxpayers would not likely decrease 
as a result of higher health care costs. 

Mrs. Mahon stated that Arlington is in the middle of negotiations with unions and thattown officials should 
continue to work on reforming health care costs at the local level. Mrs. Mahon does not see why the Town 
Manager is having this be theirfight. 

Mr. Greeley said supporting the resolution does nothing to preclude current negotiations. He feels 
that it would show people that we are serious about putting a dent on health care costs. 

Ms. LaCourt moved approval. SO VOTED (4-1) 

Mrs. Mahon voted in the negative.
